Goings is 43-years old.  He is 5’9”, weighs 207 lbs., and has brown hair and brown eyes. Salas 
is 26-years old.  He is 5’9”, weighs 135 lbs., and has brown hair and brown eyes. 
 
Goings and Salas were both community custody inmates in the work furlough program with 
pass privileges.  Community custody is the lowest classification status.
